NEW  LEGISLATION  EXTENDS  ESEA  TITLE  III   .    .  . 


The  ESEA  Title  III  program  has  been  extended  for  three  years  in  a  bill  passed  by 
Congress  on  April  13  of  this  year.     Several  changes  in  the  legislation  were  made. 
The  NDEA  Title  V-A  program  was  combined  with  ESEA  Title  III.     A  new  provision  re- 
quires the  Commissioner  to  withhold  15%  of  each  state's  allocation  and  administer 
that  amount  directly  for  projects  within  each  state.     The  U.   S.  Office  of  Education 
is  revising  the  regulations  and  the  guidelines  for  the  administration  of  the  program. 
As  soon  as  these  regulations  and  guidelines  are  available,  they  will  be  mailed  upon 
request.     The  new  law  will  require  a  certain  amount  of  modification  in  the  operation 
of  the  program.     The  Commissioner  of  Education  must  approve  each  state's  participation 
in  the  program  through  a  modified  state  plan  procedure.     The  necessary  information 
for  the  participation  of  our  state  in  the  program  is  being  assembled  and  will  be  sent 
to  Washington  this  month. 


ADVISORY  COUNCIL  .    .  . 

State  Superintendent  Dolores  Colburg  has  re-appointed  19  members  to  the  ESEA  Title 
III  Advisory  Council.     In  addition,  four  new  members  have  been  appointed  to  meet 
additional  requirements  in  the  new  law  for  Advisory  Council  membership.     The  new 
members  appointed  to  the  Council  are  Dr.  George  Bandy,  Havre;  Mr.  Thomas  Grandbois, 
Poplar;  Mr.  Donald  MacLennan,  Miles  City;   and  Mrs.   Robert  Johnson,  Lewistown.  The 
Council  will  select  a  chairman  from  its  membership  in  their  June  meeting. 


NEW  PROJECTS  APPROVED  .    .  . 

Two  new  projects  were  approved  and  have  received  funds  to  operate  their  program. 
These  projects  have  been  in  the  "hold"  category  for  almost  one  year  because  of  the 
delay  in  the  appropriation  measure.     The  two  successful  applicants  were  Livingston 
School  District  for  a  project  entitled  "Multi-Media  Innovation  for  Social  Sciences" 
in  the  amount  of  $60,065,  and  the  Helena  School  District  for  a  project  entitled 
"Health  Education  Emphasizing  Drug  and  Alcohol  Abuse"  in  the  amount  of  $24,943.  Two 
additional  projects  that  are  currently  in  the  "hold"  category,  Butte  and  Missoula, 
will  be  granted  funds  prior  to  June  30  of  this  year.     Continuation  proposals  for 
two  projects  in  Great  Falls,  and  for  one  project  each  in  Havre,  Whitefish  and  Harlem 
are  being  reviewed,  and  the  Advisory  Council  will  make  recommendations  on  these 
projects  in  their  June  meeting. 


EDUCATIONAL  NEEDS  STUDY  COMPLETED  .    .  . 

The  A.  D.  Little  Company  has  completed  a  report  entitled  "Educational  Needs  in 
Montana:  An  Analytic  Study."    This  report  outlines  the  critical  needs  in  education 
for  our  state  and  should  be  used  as  a  guide  in  the  preparation  of  new  ESEA  Title  III 
applications.     Copies  of  this  report  are  available  from  Harold  Rehmer ,  ESEA  Title  III 
Supervisor,  Office  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  but  the  supply 
is  limited.     Future  assessment  of  educational  needs  will  use  this  report  as  base- 
line information  on  which  to  build  a  more  detailed  assessment  model.

APPLICATION  PROCEDURE  AND  DEADLINE   .    .  . 

Any  district  wishing  to  submit  an  application  should  first  send  in  a  letter  of  in- 
tent.    This  letter  should  briefly  outline  the  program,   include  objectives  and 
procedures,  and  indicate  the  amount  of  total  funds  requested.     This  letter  should 
be  no  more  than  two  pages.     The  ESEA  Title  III  staff  will  contact  each  applicant 
who  has  submitted  a  letter  of  intent  and  send  other  application  information.  The 
deadline  for  the  submission  of  this  letter  for  the  first  application  period  is 
July  15,  1970.
